ary to the discussion of .the terms of 
peace. • The terms are. impossible and 
unless they are radically altered the war 
will continue.

Heartrending Scenes 
of 


Misery Among Stricken 


Turks. 


LEFT ALONE TO DIE 


Constantinople, Nor. 21.—Heartrend- 


ing scenes of suffering and 
enacted daily at the Turkish cholera 
camp at San Stefano. The correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, accompa- 
nied by the secretary of a foreign em- 
bassy and by Major Clyde S. Ford. U. 
S. A., who is here on leave of absence, 
paid a visit there today. 


Much gkepticism had prevailed in 


Pera, the foreign quarter of Constanti- 
nople, both among members of the dip- 
lomatic corps and foreign residents. No 
one there believed the figures given by 
railroad' employes and others in contact 
with the Turkish army, who declared 
that many thousands were stricken with 
cholera. 
No reliable figures were ob- 


tainable from official sources, and in 
the absence of these reports were re- 
garded as grossly exaggerated. 


-The camp is situated at the side of 


a railway embankment thirty feet in 
height. A large open space like a vil- 
lage green stretches away for some dis- 
tance. 
This Is surrounded by better 


class houses two or three stories high, 
built in European style, for San Stefano 
is the mummer resort of many of the 
more wealthy foreign residents of Con- 
stantinople. Two Ottoman soldiers were 
standing on guard at the,entrance to 
the camp but they never 7^ ide a mo- 
tion. Their duty was to prevent those 
within the cordon from escaping and 
not to hinder other people from enter- 
ing. 


A Nauseating Picture. 


A nauseating picturo was witnessed 


at the side of the railroad. The bodies 
which had been thrown from trains lay 
as they had fallen. Some had'stuck on 
the top of the embankment, others had 
rolled part of the way down and some 
had reached the bottom. 


Some of the corpses lay stiffly alone. 


Others were in groups of threes or fours. 
Around a. one-story stable at the foot 
of the embankment was a group of sixty 
dead and dying lying close together, ap- 
parently for warmth on the slopes of a 
manure pile which tho sick men had 
found softer than the hard ground. One 
man on top of tho pile was digging with 
his fingers a sort of trough in which to 
lie. 
The trough soon became his grave. 


As the visitors came near one victim 
attempted to crawl across the road to 
tho crowded manure heap but failed and 
fell 
in tho 
roadway.

around raised their heads and cried, in 
the hearing of all, that they were given 
no bread or water.

Sick and Dead Lay in Groups. 


A group of tents .stood in the center 


where four or five Turkish soldiers wear- 
ing the armpiece of the Red Crescent 
'stood' on guard. 
Inside" the sick and 


dead lay in groups. The doctor on duty 
counted twenty-two patients in one tent 
while double that number lay just out- 
side sheltered from the wind to leeward 
of the canvas. 


Some of the stricken men found diffi- 


culty in getting into the Moslem posi- 
tion for prayer looking toward the east. 
One praying victim was so weak that 
he could not replace his blanket around 
his 'head when the wind Hew it 'off. 


The Red Crescent attendants made no 


attempt to assist any of these suffering 
soldiers, not even placing stones, which 
were plentiful, under their heads to per- 
mit them to lie easier. 


A number of thesa attendants gath- 


ered round to watch while, the visitors' 
were inspecting the camp. One of them 
became insolent and was ordered off by 
the doctor. 
* . 


A water tank drawn by a donkey 


passed along the road. 
Those of the 


victims who were able to rise to their 
feet went unassisted toward it and strug- 
gled for a drink. Those unable to rise 
got none. 


Many Unable to Get Bread. 


In a similar way what appeared to 


be army bread was distributed to those 
able to reach the place of distribution. 


Several of tho sick men raised them- 


selves with difficulty and stumbled to- 
ward a well, from which they tried'to 
dip water with their long sashes, wet-

they do not get warmth are -provided 
with shelter from the winds and the 
rain. San Stefano is not'the worst 
cholera camp. That at Haderakeui, near 
the Tchatnlja lines, is still more exten- 
sive. How many patients are there is 
not known, but it is certain' that .there 
are many-thousands, and most of, these 
Anatolians come- from Asia Minor to- 
fight for the defense of the Ottoman 
capital.

over one of Gennantown's old mansions 
is 'the first flag designed by Wayne 
•Whipple, 
the historian. The crowded 


field of stars in the present flag .has 
long troubled the authorities at Wash- 
ington, but it has not been possible to 
design a'field that will provide for a 
'suitable arrangement of the stars and 
still permit of the addition of more 
stars as new states are admitted. Mr. 
Whipple's design makes this possible. ' 


President Taft invited Mr. Whipple 


to the white house, saw the design for 
the rearrangement of'the stars and re- 
ferred the' matter to -the war depart- 
ment, the proper authorities in such 
matters. The war department expressed 
instant approval of the new design. 


The thirteen 
stars in the center, 


placed in the form of a six-pointed star, 
stand for the thirteen original states. 
The circle is composed of twenty-five 
stars, standing 
for the 
twenty-five 


states admitted 
during 
the hundred 


years—1776 to 1876. Washington is the 
authority for placing the stars in a cir- 
cle. In the first flag designed by him 
and made by Betsy Ross there were 
thirteen stars in a circle. 


COULD NOT GET OUT 


Albany, N., Y., Nov. 21.—Chased by 


pack of dogs, 'a terrified deer leaped over 
a four^foot wire fence surrounding the 
reservoir of the Linlithgo hatchery, in 
Columbia county, 
tumbled 
down the 


sloping side of a ten-foot stone wall and 
into the water, from which it was res- 
cued by employes. 


"Sam" Craig, a fish warden, was mak- 


ing his daily round of the reservoir when 
he saw the deer standing in two feet of 
.water. It was looking about helplessly. 


When Craig showed no signs of go- 


ing to the rescue the deer splashed 
through the water toward him and made 
a valiant effort to leap to the top of 
the ten-foot stone wall, but the attempt 


was useless because on top of the wall 
was a four-foot wire fenco. 


Dr. 'Tarleton H. Bean, state fish cul- 


turist, was inspecting- the hatcheries 
that day and suggested "seining out" 
the deer, but this was not thought feas- 
ible. Finally it was lassoed with a rope 
and ten men hauled it out. Once free 
the deer set all forest speed records at 
naught by a dash through the hatchery 
grounds and away to its haunts, ap- 
parently none the worse for the swim. 


Dr. Dean became interested in the 


manner in which the deer got- into the 
water, and learned that it had been pur- 
sued by dogs and in fright leaped clear 
of the reservoir wall and into the water. 
The deer evidently was as terrified at 
the strange 
trap 
into which it had 


plunged as it had been by the dogs. One 
of a pack of wild dogs was shot later in 
the night by a hatchery employe. Deer 
are becoming plentiful in several sections 
of Columbia county.

Oakland on his way east, he said ho 
threw four infernal machines in the bay 
to get rid of them.

The law proposed by 
him wa§ a very vital part of a pro- 
gram of prison reform that has made 
the Oregon governor nationally promi- 
nent. More than two years "ago, but 
a little while after he had been elected, 
West began tearing down the old, worn- 
out, brutal prison system in Oregon, 
and substantiating humanity for bar 
bariam. 


Forced to radical measurei by the 


overcrowded, condition of the state" peni- 
tentiary, he inaugurated an "honor sys- 
tem," -with astonishing results. Prison- 
er* were known to have been whipped 
to death in the old days. West stopped- 
that. There is not 'a whip in the state 
prison now. Chains and stripes 
were 


abolished. 
Convicts who 
had shown 


themselves worthy of a chance vere put 
to work outside the prison walls, with- 
out guards, on their word that they 
would not "throw the governor down." 
They went to work in brick yards, on 
farms, roads and 
public works, and 


•were paid for their work, in more 'than 
a year only three broke their word to 
the governor and attempted to escape. 
One of these West, unaided, ran down 
and captured. 


West made it his business to know 


and understand every convict in the 
prison. He mixed rigid discipline with 
human 
kindness. The deserving got 


their chance The "boy governor" was 
always willing to listen to the troubles 
of the convicts and to give advice. He 
braved storm after storm of criticitm 
for commuting sentences and staying 
executions. He was making good with 
his square deal policy, making men out 
of down-and-outer«, and 
through the 


work of the convicts out on their honor 
was putting the prison in a .fair way 


- to become self-supporting. 


Then he told Oregon that in his opin 


ion, 
as a matter of good economics, il 


nothing else, capital punishment ahoule 
be abolished, legalized murder by the 
state stopped. He gave the voters the 


Governor Oswald West of Orego n snapped during one -oof his frequent 


visits to the penitentiary. He is listening to a convict's request to be allowed 
a chance under the honor system. West knows every convict in the peniten- 
tiary by first and last name. West's system of simple humanity has. proved 
wonderfully successful in the Oregon prisons.

the Oregon penitentiary, if I can accom- 
plish it, will be a school of citizenship 
and not a school of crime; a hospital 
for the treatment and cure of criminals, 
rather than a place of i vindictive pun- 
ishment and recruiting station for su- 
per-hardened and 
perverted' criminal 


mankind. 


The brutalizing effect of capital pun- 


ishment oh the community in general 
and the convict in particular, will, I 
regret to say, militato against prison 
reform. The'best results cannot be se- 
cured when regenerative' and reforma- 
tive doctrines are taught beneath the 
scaffold and in the face of dndictive 
and medieval vengeance. The spirit of 
hatred and revolt against constituted 
authority with which Ufe minds of con- 
victed men become inoculated through 
the degrading sights and scenes inci- 
dent upon executions is' hard to eradi- 
cate or overcome. In this indirect man- 
ner every hanging makes reformatory 
work harder and 
more uncertain of 


de'finite result. .Nevertheless, and in the 
face of this 
condition, the work ol 


prison reform will go forward in Ore- 
gon and will demonstrate, I am confi- 
dent, the absolute success and absolute 
economic utility of the plan.

December 13 is to be Oregon's 


Black Friday. On that day seven 
men, 
now in the death" chamber at 


the penitentiary at Salem, are to be 
hanged. They would have gone to 
the noose several months ago had it 
not been for the efforts .of Governor 
iWest. He reprieved them for a pe- 
riod long enough to give the people 
an opportunity to wipe out the cap- 
ital punishment law at the polls. 
-.They voted 2 to 1 for hanging and 
West is.-ready to-obey .the will of 
the people. 


Friday, the 13th of December, will 


furnish a dreadful object lesson in 
the barbarism pf the gallows.1 


"I am sorry," says West, with a 


grim sarcasm which hides his bitter 
disappointment, "that the seating ca- 
pacity of our death chamber is so 
limited, for w.e undoubtedly will be 
obliged to turn away many who nave 
been looking. forward to this event."

Antlers, Okln., Nov. 21.—It is an- 


nounced that the sale of the segregated 
Choctaw and Chichasaw Indian lands, 
the, last great land opening in Oklahoma, 
will take place after January 1 next. 
Final arrangements are now being com- 
pleted, and every town and Tillage in 
the segregated district'is aliye to the 
opportunities in the big auction. 


The counties forming the district have 


organized an association to assist the 
government in every possible way. 
The 


segregated district is composed of a 
four hundred mile stretch of fertile 
plains, verdant meadows, forests and 
mountains that rest above a-rich min- 
eral field, streams of abundant gypsum, 
cement, rock asphalt, lime, brick, shale, 
clays and marble. It consists of 1,937, 
000 acres, or 9,000 acres more than the 
combined areas of Delaware and Rhode 
Island. 
. 


One-half of the known coal deposits in 


Oklahoma are within the borders of the 
old Choctaw reservation. Of the 445.000 
acres of this land 105.000 acres are now 
under' lease to coal companies and only 
partly developed. Moat of the lease* 
have fifteen or twenty years to run and 
at the termination their disposition will 
be made by congress. Under the pres- 


ent lease system the coal companies pay 
the government a royalty of eight cents 
a ton. 


In addition to the 445,000 acres of 


mineral and coal land, there will be re- 
leased by the some sale 1.292,000 acres 
of segregated timber lands, and approsj- 
mately 200,000 acres of unallotted lands, 
is estimated the timber lands contain 
170,000,000 feet of hardwood ond 1,086,- 
000 feet of pine. About half of the tim- 
bered area has approvimately 3,000,000 
feet of timber available for market. 


It required nearly sin. years 'to segre- 


gate this land. Joseph A. Taft, of the 
United States Geological Survey, passed 
five years estimating and mapping out 
the coal deposits. The value of the ccial 
deposits has been a much mooted ques- 
tion. 
Government estimates place the 


deposit at 8,000,000,000 tons. 
Senator 


Robert La Follette in 1908 declared he 
believed the coal had a value of S2 a 
ton at the mouth of the mine. Under 
the leasing system, whereby a royalty 
of eight cents a ton is collected, this 
amount of coal would bring the Choctaws 
5250.000,000.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—Era 


ployes of 
the • postoflicc • department 


drafted for the task are working double 
time to install the parcels post service 
by January 1 next. It is an enormous 
undertaking. 


Presses of the geological survey are 


turning out special maps at the rate oi 
5,000 a day, and manufacturers of scales 
are struggling to fill contracts for 35,000 
sets of special scales. 


The government's bureau of engraving 


and printing is staggering under a hurry 
order for early delivery xof a new series 
of parcels post stamps in twelve de- 
nominations. 


As fast as maps' are printed they are 


delivered to the division of topography 
of the postoffice department, where the 
eight postal zones—into which the par- 
cels post section of the postomee ap- 
propriation bill divided the country— 
are stamped upon them. 


Then, in tubes, they are mailed to 


postmasters. 
Each of 65,000 postmas- 


ters—first, second, third and fourth class 
—will get two of these maps, with an 
accompanying rate book. 


After a look at the map and a glance 


at the rate book the postmaster can 
tell the charge for shipping any pack- 
age accepted. Little confusion, is ex- 
pected as to rates. 


First deliveries of scales are to be 


made within two weeks, "and at once 
thereafter will be sent to the postmas- 
ters. The scales in use in the. postal 
service do not record weights above the 
present four-pound limit of mail mat- 
ter. 


Final Regulations Soon, 


The weight limit of packages under 


the parcels post system will be ^eleven 
pounds. 
However," anticipating an. in- 


crease of the limit as the service be- 
comes popular, the new scales are to 
weigh accurately up to twenty pounds. 
' Only 35,000 sets of the new scales 
have been contracted for, because many 
of the smaller postoffiees arc in stores. 
For the present those postmasters • hav- 
ing their own scales will not be equipped 
at Uncle Sam's expense. 


The parcels post law rigidly .requires 


special stamps. 
Parcels will not be 


accepted unless stamped with stickers 
of the oblong design accepted for the 
new service. 


The parcels post stamps somewhat re- j 


semble the stamps used during the Lou- I 
isiana purchase exposition at St. Louis, j 
They are being printed in denomina- j 
tions of 1, 2, 3. 4, 5, 10, 15, 20, 25, 50 
and 75 cents and SI. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock said he 


Expects to issue the final regulations 
governing the service within two weeks. 
The law says: 


That hereafter fourth-class mail mat- 


ter shall embrace all other matter, in- 
cluding farm and factory products, not 
now embraced by law in .either the 
first, second or third class, not exceed- 
ing eleven pounds in weight, not greater 
in size than 72 inches in length or girth 
combined, not in form or kind likely to 
injure the person of any .postal employe 
or damage the mail equipment or other, 
miiil matter and not of a character per- 
ishable within a period reasonably re- 
quired for transportation and delivery." 


Traveling Menageries Maybe. 


It is in the detailed interpretation of 


the statute that the postmaster gen- 


i eral is engaged. Apparently^the' farmer 
can send eggs, chickens, ducks, kittens, 


[ butter, honey, bees or puppies, possums 
or foxes, or anything not too heavy, too 
large or too dangerous. 


It looks-as if-the fisherman could post 


his fish, frogs, tadpoles, oysters, crabs 
terrapins or what not. 


The merchant and • manufacturer, pre- 


sumably, will be allowed to ship any 
article not over large or bulky and not 
dangerous. 
But jt is within the dis 


cretion of the postmaster general, for 
instance, to prescribe how articles shnl 
be packed, how presented for shipment 
and so on. 


It i? likely >Ir. Hitchcock will use hii 


authority to prevent the indiscriminate 
shipment, for example, of young shoat 
with only a tsg tied to their forelegs. 


The mail cars will not b* made trav 


lling menageries for the accommoda- 
ion of the feathered and furred tribes, 
vhether wild or tame. 


The postn! authorities ask the pub- 


ic to remember this fact—only fourth- 
class mail matter can be shipped in the 
mrcels post. The law remains as for- 
merly as to first, second and third-class 
mail. 
Books and printpd matter can- 


not be accempted a^ the parcels post 
rate. 


$750,000 Starting Appropriation. 


Smooth working of the now Rcrvice 


from tho outso.t is not guaranteed. Con- 
gross providod tho postmaster general 
with only $750,000 with which to in- 
augurate an enormous system of deliv- 
eries covering ti million miles of rural 
delivery and star routes. 


Nearly nil of the ?7nfl,000 has been 


spent. 
In his estimates of the cost of 


operating the postoflice. department for 
the next fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1013, Mr. Hitchcock figured $7.200,OOC 
needed to complete, the installation and 
to carry on the operations of the parcels 
post. 


Last' Christmas—and the step ag'ain 


will be taken this year—the postmas- 
ters-of the larger cities were allowec 
to make a departure in handling the 
heavy Yuletide mail. 


They were permitted to employ local 


delivery wngons to assist the regular 
wngons of the department in collecting 
and delivering. 


As .the need appears after January 1, 


when the parcels seervice begins, this 
will be done in connection with the reg- 
ular parcels mail. 


If the cost threatens to outrun the 


unds of the department, apeal will be 
made to congress for aa. emergency 'ap- 
iropriation.

pany returns ' far greater returns than 
any gold mine ever worked.

Recently the railroad commissimon of 


California, which has jurisdiction over 
lublic service corporations, began delv. 
ng into'the rates'- charged by the Wells 
Fargo company in its express service 
throughout the state. 


The first fact brought out was that 


the express company clears'between 200 
and 400 
V per cent a year oh the- capital 


invested. 
Suppose that -a grocer has 


$5.000 invested in a store. If he should 
make the same 
percefctage that the 


Wells Fargo people do he would clear 
each year three' times what he had in 
the business, or $15,000! 


The railroad commission went still 


further and found that there was no 
real basis for any rates charged by .the 
company. For instance: 
From Los An- 


geles to Hemet is 102 miles and the ex- 
press rate is SI. while from San Fran- 
cisco to Lodi, one mile further, the rate 
is 50 cents. 


Wells Fargo company was asked upon 


what it based these charges, and the 
company official admitted that he didn't 
know. 


^It developed during the hearing that 


the express 
company 
collected pack- 


ages at one end end delivered them at 
the other, turning over to the South-1 


ern Pacific company 40 per_cent of the 
amount charged the shiper~forthe. rail- 
road's part in the work, hauling the 
cars. Aside from the collection and de- 
livery of packages the express company 
had no expense except a purely nominal 
one of assuming risk for loss and fur- 
nishing a messenger with each car load 
of exsress. 


"The people pay -the bill," declared 


William R. Wheeler, traffic expert, who 
has been 
watching 
the investigation 


closely on behalf of the San Francisco 
chamber of commerce.

Fargo company. After it started here 
it gradually worked eastward. 


"There is but a trifle more expense. 


so'far as the actual work of the ex- 
press company is concerned, in a long 
haul and a short haul," 'continued Mr 
Wheeler. "Supose that the charge per 
100 pounds between San Francisco and 


few York is $13.50. In San Francisca 
;he express company collects the pack- 
age and at New York delivers it. En 
'oute it furnishes a messenger. That is 
;he extent of its .work. The railroad 
does the -hauling and receives $6.76, o* 
50 per cent, of the total charged th4 
shipper. 
Now from Yonkers to New' 


York is -approximately 30, miles, and 1 
Delleve the express rate between tho»« 
two points is 50 cents. In handling .a 
package between New York and Yonk- 
:rs the express company does identical- 
ly the same work, no more or no lesst 
than it does in handling the package 
on the long haul. Now, - why shbuldr 
they receive in one instance $6.75 fo* 
the collection and • delivery of a pack- 
age and only 25 cents for the same work' 
in the other instance? There is no just 
reason for it except that the express 
business has grown and the people hav« 
stood .for excessive charges.

"Express sen-ice is a'fast service and 


it is right that the charge eho.uld be
